abide by the opinions which till 
very lately were common to English 
statesmen of every school. We hold 

'that tho objections to the grant of home 
rule which were valid in 1880 have 
rather gained than loat in force by thn 
events of the last live years. For what 
ia the new factor? Simply thi.s, that ilio 
passions of the Irisii people have bsen 
SO far stimulated and the means of giv- 
ing them expretisiou in ijarlianienL have 
been so fur extended that tiie seiiaratiat, 
party reappears more than doubled in 
numbers, bound together by a less com- 
promising discipline and animated by 
infinitely gre*ter acridity of purpose. 
The eighty-six Parnellites have not 
been sent -to the house, of comjnons like 
their predecessors as men with convic 
tions of their own, but a.s mere lirute 
instruments of the will of the "Irisii 
party" — that is, in other words, of Mr. 
Parnell. He has told us that he means 
to USB them.to render governmeni of 
the United Kingdom impossible unle.sa 
the sort of government he demands for 
Ireland be conceded. That is a serioua 
prospect, no doubt; one which justifies 
the common concern and common ac- 

. tipti of all loyal Englishmen. But, so 
lattifrouu Buggestiug that tlie conco.s 

.'iiidiiB'.'that were dangerou.s In^tore would 
be less dangPi'oup now, it indicHip.s tlial 
they would bn fnuight with livfvfolil 
peril. Yet tbt^ remedy gravely suggest- 
ed by the official liberal organ is not a 
conference of leaders of both the Eng- 
'lish parties to decide how Mr. Parnell's 

.attack may best bs defeated, but that 
joint counsel should jje taken with Mr. 
Parnollto aee how best|bis de.sires mr^y 

met. Lord Salisbury is to .sit in one 

' arm-chair, Mr. Gladstone iu another, 
and they are to appeal to -ilr. Parnell 
to name the very lowest price he can 
take for the iirticle he has to sell. Peo- 
ple who propose a plan of this kind 
either despair of their country or have 
not an inkling of the real nature of the 
nationalist demand. Mr. Pariudl, with 
hij usual sagacity, has never formulat- 
ed it in precise terms. It ia for English 
■tatesmen, he contended, to submit a 
Bcbeme for biH acceptance; not for him 
to present a draft for them to hack and 
hew at their good pleasure. But he has 
made no secret of the uiinitnum with 
which he will be content. Ho asks for 
at least the restoration of Graftan's 
Parliament. It must be supreme in 
fiiverythiog connected- with the Irish afr 
fairs. It must' ha'^e full authority to 
regulate the rights of property and to 
raise revenue aB it pleases. It will not 
o»ly he at liberty to impose prohibi- 
tive or protective custoraa dtitiss 



against English goods, but will for a 
time exercise its privilege largely. No 
guarantees will be given, not -.§ven a 
]iledge to respect the imperial' bond. 
One of the lieutenants of the leader 
has lately illustrated tho homo rule idea 
by pointing to Caiiaila as the model, 
Ireland would thus have its own army, 
and — great consummation of all — there 
wovld he '^nOjiontribution to the im- 
perial revenues." To state the Irish de- 
mand is to show at once that it is. one; 
to which no Euglisli'iian for -whorti thq' 
phrase "imperial unity" has any mean- 
ing and any importance would for one 
moment listen. Still less is it to bo sup- 
posed that Mr. Parnoll, as matters 
stand, wiir abate one jot or tittle of his 
terms. Yet the scheme of disintergra- 
tion, forsooth, is to be acceiited as a 
basis, assented to in j)rinciplo, and 
treated as requiring elucidation only in 
its details. 

If to acquiesce in Mr, Parnell's pro- 
posals would be autcide, to aim at com- 
pruniisQ would he folly. Thoro is no 
middlo way between those who wish to 
niiiiitaiii and tlio.io whu iiru mtont on 
destroying Mr. ( ihuUtono, in his main- 
foato, did lua best to provide himself witii 
Ldastic limits. But even hu hokU, in 
words more or leas clear, that tho su- 
premucy of the crown and tho unity of 
tlio empire must bo preaorved. The 
definition is lax and vaguu oiiough to 
allow him considerable room to movo in, 
if he should decide to try and provide 
Ireland with tho Dublin parliament winch 
his son 80 much approves of. But there 
are the Irish to be dealt with, and thoy 
asfurcdly will not be content with a 
shadow. Tliey wiint nldep(^ndonco, or 
somelhiiig i;:i3ily convertibiu into iiulii- 
peiidunco, and tliuy will take nothing le.sa. 
To give them sevon-oii{hth8 of tlioir ulaiin 
only will whot their appetite, and give 
them atrgugth to satisfy it fully horo- 
after. 

Wo by no means contend that nothing 
can be done to better the condition of 
Ireland and to iinpruvo out •.•obitioiis with 
the Irish people. But the aocrot docb 
not lie in truckling to diaiill'ection, and 
lauetiiig the separatist tondoiicy half-wiiy. 
Theru ia only one way open, and that liua 
in truiitinii Ireland as an integral part of 
the kingdom. The same rule that com - 
pels ua to refuae point blank the grant of 
tin independent parliament, whether in 
its perfeut former iu embryo, constrains 
us to coiifer on her, as gonorou.'dy as tlio 
circunistancos of tho lime allow, every 
liberal institution with which wo endi«v 
other portions of the United Kingdom. 
A largo measure for the extension, the 
development, and tho siaiplilication of 
local government is certain to rank among 
the lirat Irtbors of tho now parliamiinl . It 
will embraco, and it ought to embrace, 
Ireland as wuU as England and Scotland. 
Kxcoptions there must noceaaarily bo, 
Theru ia not an honest nationalist, for in- 
atunco, wh would assert that wo ought to 
allow tile niiinicip.il and county author- 
ities in Ireland control of the police un- 
less we are prepared to hand ihu country 
over to tho domination of tho league. If 
wo dony Mr. Parnoll hisri<;ht to be pritne 
miniater in uu indepondeut kingdom, wo 
must decliiu) to make him the lincommis- 
sioimd inspector-general of constabulary. 
But, reserving matters of supreme politi- 
cal importance, we may well allow to the 
Irish people the fuUeat niunicipal liber- 
tics exercised through municipal inatitu- 
liona of a type common to tho three 
kingdcina. Mr. Parnoll, of course, will 
laugh tho gift to acorn, and, more so, will 
t ike credit on tho other aide of the chan- 
nel loi having wrung it from a reluctant 
paoliarr oiit. That ia a pica which, in the 
case ».'» previous trophies, was but too 
well founded; we naust render it here 
after an empty preteiiao. Wo do not dia 
parage the amrmnt of worry and vexation 
that tho nationalisia in tlio first paroiyam 
of paaaion will causi; us. That cannot, be 
helped. Wo must put our foot down and 
face the dithculty like men. 'J'ho empiri: 
has had greater dangers than this to con- 
front and has confronted and conquered 
them, The last geiiaration of statusmon 
were not afraid to grapple with O'Uonnell 
and the re[)eal moveinont. It v/ill lie a 
lasting disgrace if me pio.-ient goncra'tion 
is unequal to the task of facing Mr. Par 
nell.

steam engine Imt this iiisensililc perspira- 
tion carries Avitli it, in ii dissolved form, 
very niiieli of tlie waste niiitlor of tlic 
.syslcni to the extent of a pound or two 
or more every twenty -four hours. 

THE IXTERNAI, PIBES.

iMisi; in every liliyr of tin; system, tho 
■wliole tiiacliinery of the man beconn!H nt 
once disordered, and he expresses himself 
as " feeling mi.ieriihle. " The terrible ef- 
fects of checked perspiration of a tiog, 
wliicli sweats only bv his tongue, is 
evinced by lils l)e<:omiug "mad. " Tho 
■water rnna from a dog's mouth iu suin- 
iiicr. If exerc sing freely. If it ceases to 
run. tlnit is li dropliobia It hao been 
asserted l>y a l'"rencli physician that if a 
person siilVcring from hydrophobia can 
bo only matie lo perspire freely he is 
i;ured at once.

Thus it is, also, t at pcv- 
sonal clciuiliness is one of the main elo- 
inents o; health: thin it is that lilth and 
disease habitato toijether the world ovor. 

There . re two kinds of perspiration, 
sensible and in-sensible. Wnen we see 
drops of water on the surface of f'e body 
as the result of exercn'^e, or stili> iileiu'c of 
fever, Ihiit is sensible perspiration- imr- 
siiiriitiou recogiii/ed by the seiisti of sight. 

when |ierspiral ion is ao gentle th.it 
i', can not bo detected in the shape of 
water (ifopa. when no moisUire can ho 
felt, when it is Uuown to us only by a 
certa: softness of the skin, tlml is in- 
Heiisible ])erspiriition. and is so genlle that 
it may lie checked to a very considerublo 
extent without specitil injury. Hut to use 
popular language, which can not be mis- 
taken, when a mail is sweating freely anil 
it is Siiddenly eliccked. and the sweat is 
not brought out agtiin in a very I'ew mo- 
ments, sudden and painful sioknes Is a 
very certain result, 

THE DEATH OF MULTITUnES. 

A 
draught of air while we are at rest nfler 
exercise, or getting the clothing wet and 
remaining at rest while so. tietliug out 
gf a warm bed and going to an open door 
or window has been Ihe.dcath of multi- 
tudes.

The irieat practical lesson which wo 
wisli to imiiress'iipoii the mlud of the 
reader is this: W'lieii yon aro perspiring 
fieely keep in motion until you got to a 
good firo, or to some place where you are 
jierfeotly sheltered from any draught oj 
air wnatever.

The indelicrtto and unprecedented con- 
duct of our evening oontemponiry in 
attempting to dictate to Sir John Mao- 
donald whom he shall appoint to the 
poaitipn of Ueutenant-goyernor haa already 
'been th'tfg'ulJject of reprehension. Senator 
Nelson's friends — gentlemen who believe 
that ho would worthily 611 the guberna- 
torial chair and who aro prepared to press 
his claims in a decent and becoming man- 
ner upon the attention of the Canadian 
premier — must regret that the occasion 
.ha8j.l?ee«l seized upon by the contemporary 
referred to as an opportunity for an 
assault upon Senator Macdonald, whose 
name is also prominently mentioned in 
coQueption with the high position. Wo 
feel sure that nothing could be further from 
Mr. Nelson's wish than that the officious 
and abusive partisan v/ho (unsolicited) haa 
undertaken to advance his claims shouM 
have imparted to the controvursj- tbo tone 
of a heated puliticol contest and attacked a 
gentleman whose character, like Mr. Nel- 
son's own, is witboat a stain. Than Mr. 
Nelson we believe no one .will more deeply 
regret the tactics adopted'' by the Times to- 
ward Mr. Maodonald. The impolioy of the 
Times is - apparent 'to every one save the 
■writer, u who ia popularly believed, to bo 
insane on certain subjects, and 
who, if be had his wits about bim, would 
preceivo that any attempt to dictate to 
Sir John Macdonald as to the exercise of 
his prerogative ia likely to excite his re- 
senmect and cause him to pursue an en- 
tirely different oourao to that maiked 
oat foe him by Out contemporary. The 
Btatonient that the local government are 
BUpportinp! the claims of Mr. Macdonald ie 
destitute of truth. We have it on the 
best authority that the local government 
have taken no steps and that they will 
take no steps in the matter, knowing it to 
be beyond the scope of their duty and an 
iuterferenoa with patronage which is ex- 
olusively that of the Canadian premier. 
A further remark of the Times boars per- 
sonally ipon the editor of The Colonist. 
He is reprosonted as intriguing with the 
governments for the appointment of Mr. 
Macdomtld to the end that he (the editor) 
may be appointed senator in succession to 
Mr, "Macdonald. As^ a rule we 
seldom reply to a personal attack ; biit in 
this instance, as a false impression mi^rht 
ba convoyed were we to remain silent, it 
13 but right that wo should give the state- 
(inentan unqualilied contradiction, We 
have not attempted in any way to indu- 
enoe the Dominion^or local ministry, or 
any member of either to secure Mr. Mao- 
donald's appointment as lieut. -governor ; 
neither have we pressed his claims in any 
quarter, nor do we intend to do so. As 
for our seeking the appointment of sena- 
tor wo have to say that we aro not nrw 
and never have bceu an applicant for that 
or any other position under either gov- 
ernment; and so far as the sonatorahip is 
concerned wo would not, under existing 
circumstances, accept it, if offered. We 
have further to say that there is not ex- 
tant a document of any kind emanating 
from the editor of this paper or from any 
person in his behalf addressed to any per- 
son living or dead in which wo have advo- 
cated the appointment of either Mr. Mac- 
donald or .M.'. Nelson aa lieut -governor. 
Neither have wn advocated verbally the 
appointment of either. In spite of the 
insolence of the Times and the prc^ure of 
the friends of both gentleman we shall 
preserve that attitude to the end. 

"FlGGEm." 

There seeme to be a certain fatality 
about the opposition. The task of its 
ouppnrters should not ba a hard one; for 
faultfinding in any regard is eusy. But 
they have a fatality to attempt higher 
flights; there is a subject which draws 
them on and v.'hich seems to poasuss a 
fascination for thera that they cannot re- 
sist, — and that subject is — "figgers. " 
They know it is a difiioult subject to han- 
dle with safety; 'they know that allusion 
to it is dangerous, but like King Charles' 
head in Mr. Dick's Memorial, it will get 
into their epouches, and immediately they 
are lost. Yesterday Mr. McLeese got up 
and was really doing very well — for Mr. 
Molieeae; when, alt at onee, the public 
acoouDts presented itself as a tolling point 
for discussion. Those around could see 
he was struggling .with some hidden im- 
pulse, but to no purpose, and yielding to 
the inevitable he rushed ahead 
with desperate bravery. The struggle was 
short but decisive. Estimated revenue, 
Botual expenditure, snrplnses, deficits, and 
balance acoounta tlew round in one wild 
•whirl— the speaker beeame hopelessly en- 
tangled—and down he went. Undaunted 
at his fate, Mr. Grant soon after essayed to 
follow in his stepn.

and they form n veritable slouch of despond 
to the average opposition membsr. 



AND YET "THERE'S NOT El NO IN

The house has debated for the best part 
of two days the lieutenant-governor's 
• Bpaeph,— in which, according to the organs, 
there is "nothing," — and promises to 
oonsume at least another day in the same 
profitless pursuit. "Nothing" ia defined 
by Webster as of "no value; utter insig- 
nificance; a trifle." When a thing is of no 
value hnw ia it finally disposed of / It is 
. discarded, thrown away, abandoned. But 
here we have an assemblage of 25 grave 
representative men, who find food for 
thought and argument that extends over 
several days in a document which had 
previously been described aa of no value.

. THE EARLY-CLOSINo'dYLXW. 

The decision upon the retail license 
regulation bylaw aeems to have caused 
Dome confusion in the minds of abme aa 



to how matters now really atand. The 
quashing of the conviction obtained under 
it against a saloon-keeper, has been ac- 
cepted . as conclusive evidence of the 
quashing of the whole bylaw, which has 
certainly been decided to be invalid 
insofar as it relates to hotels. But a by- 
law may bo bad in part and good in part, 
and yet action, taken under that portion 
of it which is good, bo mndo to stand. 
The license held by Mr. Clay was taken 
out previous to the passage of the bylaw; 
but, •Mb six weeks from the passing of 
that bylaw every license expired. It^ 
applicaiion to new licen.td.i un iJiincitiU 
cuuhi not he objected /o." Thus it ia that 
hotels are not alTuctod by the bylaw; but 
ordinary saloons aro subject to its pro- 
visions. That these provisions will bo 
enforced against theui may be doubtfiil, 
but the right to do so certainly exists.

She Sails fur I*oi'|{aii<l--Ca|>t:tiii 
Carroll in Coiuutand. 

The steamahip Idaho was examined by 
Mr. Harmon and no material injury ap- 
pearing he ao reported. The steamer 
sailed at three o'clock yesterday morning 
for Portland, Capt. Carroll in command. 
The Idaho is owned by Goodall, Perkins 
& Co., and the senior mombur of the 
firm, in didoussing the recent opium 
seizure, said to a San Francisco Call re- 
porter: "Our steantev," said ho, "makes 
periodical trips between Alaska and Port- 
land, stopping at Port Townsend both 
ways for freight and pnssongers. We were 
diaturbed over tho discovery of a small lot 
of opium on board the steamer some time 
ago, and did all in our power to discover 
the guilty parties, that wo might turn 
them over to tho government. It is an 
open secret that smuni^ling goes 011, but it 
ia done very quietly.

But we have 
always had faith in Capt. Carroll's integ- 
rity, and will continuo to until we get 
more authentic and doQiiite advices. At 
Kaason bay, where this seizure is alleged 
to have taken place, there is a cannery 
where salmon is put up. This was owned 
by a man, as I understood the story told 
me by Capt. Carroll, who owed the cap- 
tain some money, and in payment of the 
claim the man turned over the cannery to 
tho captain. The cannery, I believe, waa 
a poor investment and the captain has 
been trying to sell it. Our company of 
course will make a strict investigation in- 
to this matter, and will do all in its 
power to assist the gu^;^imont in bring- 
ing all offender-s to jiistioo. If any olfioer 
in our service is guilty of smuggling we 
have no use for him. I can nay nothing 
further in tho matter until more doGnito 
information has been roooived."

ADJoCRNED debate on LlKtrrKNANT- 
aOVjiUNOR'.S SPEECK. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho provincial 
surveys were fully recognized by tho Do- 
minion government in regard to lands 
within the railway belt. Settlers h<id 
therefore no cause to be apprehensive on 
this scoru. A great deal had been said 
about tho "great Kootenay ;;ivo-aw3y." 
Where was the consistency of an opposi- 
tion who, in tho same bro^.cii, complained 
of the monopoly of rPO.OOO acres, and 
also objected to the company being al- 
lowed leas ( It was a strange anomaly in 
the so-called policy of the so-called op- 
position.- The impi^Bsiou that the: Koot- 
enay company were taking the beat of the 
land was erroneous. .They were compelled 
to taki; alternate iillotinonta of laud, and 
were thus ptovoiited from diacriminating 
to the detriment of the provinoo in the 
agreement niaJo, While the hon. leader 
of the opposition declared there was 
nothing in the speech, he yet found it 
neceasary to move its consideration sec- 
tion by section. Having objected to the 
speech being dealt with as a whole, he 
(Air. Beavenj was the Qrst to thus deal 
with it aaauch, and it was only upon the 
sulTeranca of tha Speaker that he was per- 
mitted to continue , It was not usual to 
leave important logislatiun tu the last ses- 
sion uf a term, and all such had been dealt 
with in the three preceding aeasions. Any 
mcasuroR that aios'j later, it waa usual to 
defer until after the gouoral election, unless 
it WHS of such an urgent ehaiacter aa not to 
permit of delay. 'With regard to water 
rights ho wua justified in aa.viug the subjeot 
was of suoh iuipoitance that it wius not ad- 
visable to legislate upon the subjeot at the 
pioaent time, but rather to give tho house 
the benefit of an eu(]uiry by a potninissiou 
formed for the purpose. He found, in some 
iuslauces, change of opinion with certain 
menil)ers as to the proviueo'a mode of treat- 
ment of tho Chinese nuostion. For hia 
part he would say hia views had undergone 
no ohango — he slilllooked upon the Chineao 
u» au evil; aud though that evil, having 
existed for some yeara woulil hurt some 
one to get rid ut, yet it n-as an evil, aud tho 
sooner the remedy was applied for it.s re- 
moval the tjftter. While reoopuizing the 
duty of universal brotherhood and a certain 
degree of natural rights,.^it was "a duty they 
owed to their own raoo tojiid the'oountiy of 
a people whoso presence waa an uiiSohbted 
curse. The roHult of the cessation of rail- 
way work had been the very one foreseen 
by oppoueuta to Chmuse, and tho manner 
of doaliiig with these? horde.s wua one to re- 
quire great cnro aud deliberation in taking 
legislative uotiou. Tlio speaker eonchulod 
by congratiilatiiig the leader of the opposi- 
tion on Lis reatoratiiiii to health. 

Mr. tieniliu complimented tho mover and 
seconder of the address in reply to tho 
speech. Both of them, however, had 
worked rotherin a circle,, and ^starting ,ont 
with the. I pirpsperity; ofji tki 'piaiify'^.hftd 
gradnally come rbnnd to jta adySrsity,"' • If 
thay^wished to holp the labor .market there 
was another remedy than tho Lvimanitariau 
propo.sition of sieudiug tho Ohiuesa back to 
China, If the coal mines, for instance, 
were closed to Ohini'so tLere would be work 
enough in them for all tlio starving white 
men in the provinco. It was highly necessary 
to prevent the grentrushof Chinese that waa 
certain to take place in the SimLlkameon 
country next ..apriog, and the government 
would also do'Well to study the wisha ■• of 
its own miners in this respeet. In regard 
to the Kootonay bill he had supported it 
because he thought the goveriimont 
would reap a revenue from the taxes upon 
tho land. The attorney- general had 
stated at Clinton that the time limit fur 
Ivootanay company, to select their 
Imd had expired and that only 40,000 
acres had been selected by them. As to 
the water rights of farmers if there were 
no vested rights to bo dealt with he could 
not see the use of legislation. There had 
bean sumuthing aaid about "gerryman- 
dering," The simple fact that it did not 
appear in his honor's speech did not show 
that such had nTot boen the intention. It 
had been suggested thnt the opposition 
organ should be kept in bettor order 
(Laughter). Ho would answer that they 
liad better look after their own as it' had 
not lately been particularly noted for 
being in accordance with its, the govern- 
ment's, views. 

Mr. Galbraitli— Out of tune 1 
Mr. Semlin concluded by criticizing 
the government's policy in regard to tho 
dry dock, and alluded at some length to 
the ooiQpktion at the Canadian Pacific, 
the Island Rail way ,and^thB consohdation 
of the statutes. 

Mr. Allon was aurnri-sfid there had been 
no reference in the speech to the Ivoote- 
nay bill. As to the ^,500, 000 acres of 
land given on tho other side uf the moun- 
tains he had voted for the measure to get 
rid of the dook construction at any cost. 
As to the Chinese, their exodus from the 
province would work harm to some; a 
merchant in his district, for instance, 
having taken no leas than SqS.OOO in gold 
dust from Chinese, and who — if thoy were 
to leave tho country — would, be shut out 
fropi business altogether. 
; Mr. p.elgea^Br\ referred tojthe-frholesale 
sale of the forests to speculators by the 
governmunt, without anything like ade- 
quate returns, He also blamed the gov- 
ernment for granting land to a corporation 
like tho Island Railway Co, without the 
atipulalion that white men only: should be 
employed upon the work, 

Mr. Dunsmuir— Then the road would 
not have been built. 

Mr. Helgesen — Well it would have 
been better for the country that it should 
not have been built at all rather than 
under those eicouinstaBCBs:? The Domin- 
ion guvernmsiic ahuuld ba urged by the 
provincial to encourage deep water fisher- 
ies of the province. Oyster bods should 
ba df!V«doped — codfish banks cultivated — 
and employment thereby furnished for 
thousands of people. Ho could not look 
upon the handing over of the drydook as 
relieving the pM7fh0e*Ofia.;liibih^; i lie; 
had hoped to have seen a firsb class dockT 
whether it belonged to tho pominion or 
to the province} but oven tl)i>t hope had 
pow died away. It would never be 
lengthened now, If by sending Chineap 
ont they could be depended upon etayin; 



assisted emigration. But the number 
would not lessen; others would come in 
over the border, and matte.s be as bad as 
ever. He said he had seen numbers of 
men over and over again, on the Parson's 
bridge ro^d,. returning after a fruitless 
8e'aro|)Jfo^work3>'u^ the Island railway on 
which ao*": many Ohineae were at work . 
He trusted tho Granite creek mines would 
turn out well ; but Chinese would Gil them . 
Ho had a kindly feeling for Cariboo, hav- 
ing done well there. The money taken 
from there had been largely instrumental 
in building the walU within which he was 
speaktngi and the district should have 
beeu' mentioned in the' speech. 'It was in 
hia opinion still the most reliable and 
lasting gold district in the province. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in explanation said ho 
would not contradict tho statement attri- 
buted to him by the member for Yale, 
Mr. Semlin, being far less confident at 
this length of time than the honorable 
member of what actually was said at the 
Clinton meeting. Certainly ho should 
have confined his remarks to Kootenay 
lake, aa the time limit for selecting lands 
on the Columbia would not expire accord- 
ing to the bill until 1887. If another im- 
pression had beeu created it was through 
error. One particular matter with whieh 
ho hsid challenged Mr. Allon waa that 
gentleman's erroneous statement that the 
government had given a crown grunt of 
50,000 acres of land to Mr. Grohnian. 

Mr. Pooloy distinctly challenged Mr. 
Helgesen ' to prove his statement that 
poverty existed in Esquimalt district. 

Mr. Helgesen: — I did not allude to 
Esquimau but to the province generally. 

Mr. Pooley: You said, "I speak as a i 
reprpsentativo of E.?quimalt district." | 
But even speaking in a general way I must 
say I have not seen such abject poverty 
as has been represented, and I have tra- 
velled over the country considerably this 
year. In every gold raining oountty there 
are hundreds of men who only consider 
tho necessities of tho day. In tho days of 
Cariboo, even, when every oiio had op- 
portunities to make money, there wore 
improvident men who wore always hard up, 
and some with fortunes then were without 
a cent in a few years. Waa this the fault 
of the government } Certainly not I and 
it was the height of folly to make such 
charges against those in office. Tho dry 
dook in its present state, ho aaid, waa 
large enough to hold the Triumph — one. 
of the largest ironclads on this coast — 
with 100 feet to sparo. The dock had 
beon increased 52 feet; and a further in- 
crease was proposed to meet the want; of 
that larger class of vessels that would 
come hero from the oast next year, when 
ho hoped the extension would have been 
completed. He also alluded to tho wel- 
come .presence in tho house of the leader 
of tho opposition and his restoration to 
health. 

Mr. McLeese asked if tho excess of 
revenue mentioned in the speech nmant 
excess of revenue over expenditure. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe — No. 
Mr. McLoose — But I say yo.i; that is 
what one would suppose from reading the 
speech. 

Hon. W. Smithe— Tho hon. gentleman 
does not understand the language. 

Mr. MoLeeao thon entered into a dis- 
couriio 'i( tho balance sheets saying they 
were very deceiving, and that he couldn't 
understand them. Mining claims, he 
•aid, should be treated as re<il estate atid 
a tax of $5 levied on each interest. The 
Dominion'timber regulation act was going 
to be moat opproaaive. ' 

Hon. W. Smithe — rhe Dominiontiinber 
laws do not differ from the provincial. 

Mr. McLeeao — Then I stand corrected. 
I only spoke from hearsay, and don't 
know anything about it [n laugh], but I 
have heard the Dominion officials have 
been to a.vwmill companies at work within 
tho belt, and have demanded taxes on 
timber utilized for several years back. 
With rogird to the Poole murder, ho 
' tasked ^hy no active steps weru tukon in 
arreting the Indian against whom an in- 
formation had been out since last year, 
and clear the white man on whose char- 
acter a stigma would exist until the guilty 
one was puiTlUfcd. Upon the Chinese 
ijuestion he wished to know why tho right 
to collect §15 per head from Chinese 
miners was not tested and, if found con- 
stitutional, enforced 1 

Hon. S. Dutlk.; 8lll»ded to several 
chp.nges that had taken place during the 
lait year — in one of which he had been 
peraonally interested— a change which he 
was pleased to know had civen general 
d.-.tiafiiction. The government had bgen 
censured for appointing a oonmiiasion to 
enquire into Iho water rights of settlors 
instead of leyialating upon them, and 
thus shirking the responsibility which be- 
longed to them, but it was bettor in such 
an important caso to make haste slowly. 
He did not favor assisted Chinese einigra- 
tion,. but rather believed in employing 
them aa little as possible an4 enforcing 
the restriction act, Avhich should bo made 
more vigorous than over. The revenue 
for the fiscal year had exceeded tho esti- 
mate by 882,000; and although tho ox 
pendituro during that time had been 
8626,000, while the revenue had been 
8002,702.49, yet the deficit was ap- 
parent, not actual, thero being a balance 
to the credit of the provinco in Juno laat 
of ^80,703. '14. Later on it would he- 
como his duty, as minister of finance, to 
deal with the subject more fully. 

Jlr. Grant said the wind had been tai;eii 
so ei)ui))letoly out of his aails by his friend 
on tho left (Ur. SemUn) that he had noth- 
ing left to aay. Bqt he might meutiqn 
casually that there wasaoertajh amount of 
prosperity in tJie pyovinoo, but it inig|it 
have beep grei^ter. The Canadian Pacific 
railway was certainly a great and desirable 
work, aud it should have been tho duty of 
tho (■overnmont to see that those interested 
in transportation of goods shoqld have been 
better protected. Jt waa pleasing to know 
that the Islancl railway was progvessiug fa- 
vpriibiy and ho did nqt,igree with some that 
it vyaa not an iipportant work. Settlement 
hod taken place move freely in tho locali- 
ties thropgfi wjiich the line would run thi|u 
before the eornmenceujnt of couHtructiou. 
'The drydock,whjloa good work,proaented"n

Quartz 
mining when developed would enhance 
■the prosperity of tho country to a groat 
extent. The Kootenay bill he had sup- 
ported, and ff the matter was again be- 
fore them he would still support it, as ho 
thought that it had been the means of 
promoting the progress of that district. 
He waa aorry to see that tho timber and 
fish interests had nut been mentioned in 
the speech. The abolition of road tolls 
had also been mentioned by an honor- 
able member. Ho waa one of tho first to 
bring'the attention of the house to this 
injustice of the tills, and especially in his 
own district, ''.'lie high rates of tolls 
there discrimin'ited greatly against the 
progress of tho uL«trict. Articles appear- 
ing in tho Times had L^en criticized and 
referred to as villainous in thoir attacks 
on tho government. Thi.- orticles in other 
papers might also be connnented on and 
especially those in The Culonist, the gov- 
ernment organ, in times gone by. Tho 
Times waa well able to defend itaelf, and 
required no champion in this house. 
(Laughter). With referenco to inuendoea 
against the followers of tho opposition by 
the hon. member for Victoria. His charac- 
ter and reputation wdre known all over 
this country, and he would put it aide by 
side with the hon. member for Victoria 
with no fear aa to tl;u result. Ho might 
easily aay hard things about the actions of 
honorable gentlemon opposite, but ho re- 
frained. All ho would s::.y waa that tho 
hon. second member for Victoria city had 
made a soQloiently *'abjeet" apology to 
the leader of the opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought that it waa 
time that the practice of the hon. member 
for Cassiar discussing tho private oharao- 
ters of hull, gentlemen in the house waa 
put a sto]) to. It was against all rule of 
procedure aud be waa sorry that he had 
not drawn the speaker's attention to it 
before. 

Mr. Speaker said ho did not think 
while li.'iloiiiiig to the lion, iiioinbor for 
Caaaiar that tliiit geiitloiuaii referred to 
personal character but to political reputa- 
tion. 

Mr, Thoo. Davie remarked that ho had 
not expected to be made the subject of 
another personal attack at the hands of 
the momber for Caaaiar. He (Mr. Davie) 
had made no allusion to the reputation of 
the hon. gentleman who had just sat 
down, and it would bo time enough for 
that gentleman to defend his reputation 
wlien it was attacked and no 'one would 
think better of hia reputatjon when he 
thus prematurely defended it. Aa to the 
apology which he (Mr. Davie) tendered 
the hull, leader of the opposition for any 
unkind remarks which in the heat of de- 
bate he might have used, tho same was 
purely voluntary im hia part and it be- 
tokened a niiaurable state of mind when 
any one would doiioiinco auoh an apology 
as "abject." On the contrary, tho man 
would be "abject" indeed who would re- 
fuse to apologise when ho thought ho 
might have doiio another a wrung, and 
this reminded him uf an unwarranted at- 
tack simitar to the present made by the 
hon. member for Casuiar two yeara ago 
and which had iiover been apologised for. 
So far as tlieae base attacks are concerned 
probably they are not worth noticing and 
for his own part he (.Mr. D.) could say 
(the simile was nut original with him) that 
he cared no more fur them than he did 
for tho'splutterings of a very bad tallow 
candle. 

Mr. Speaker Impod in future that a'l 
personal allusions would be omitted fcom 
debate. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said the hon. gentler 
man from Cassiar had taken occasion to 
state in the course uf his remarks that he 
(Mr. llobson) Imd several years ago spoken 
for two daya mi the (piijstion of the open- 
ing of tho L)>iriiiiii.;;i lands and then voted 
against the rosolutioii. The hon. gontle- 
man from Cassiar, whose reputation ia ao 
well known in the province, had evidently 
been stuffed by some wag or he would not 
have allowed himself to have made such 
an absurd statement. The facts of the 
caao were that he had introduced a reso- 
lution in reference to tho opening of Do- 
minion lands, but discovering that such a 
course would not be wise, had essayed to 
withdraw it, and lioing unable to do so, 
had recorded hia vote againat it. This 
procedure was resurted to in the Imperial 
-uommona, in the Dominion house and in 
all civilized cnmniiHiitiea. [Hear, hear.] 
Mr. VV'ilauii aaid that while he waa 
listening in tho early part of the after- 
noon he had been considering as to what 
pretty things he would aay about tho 
harmonious way in which the diacuaaion 
of tho apeeoh vvaa being carried on. lie 
was wondering if it was but the calm bo- 
fore the atoriii, when the last two or 
three spe^kerg had diasipatod all Ir.s in- 
tended complnneutary allvsions. i^e 
wished to any aoii^ething on the remarks 
that had been made on tho apeeoh, and 
would not detain thorn very long.

Olio Hon. gentleman had ooqi- 
pliiiiuid thut on accuiuit of the introduction 
of Ghiiioae labor, and large towns hud not 
grown up alonj; the line of the Canadian 
£*acific railway constructioij. Tho de- 
velopment of tho country would only do 
this. EpheniL-fal rail w>iy towna spring qp 
on the lino of tl^o railway during con- 
struction only to die when tl^o railway 
passes. It was nut tli!\t the raihyay had 
been constructed by Cliine.so labov, but 
that tho country through which it passed 
was not opened up eaocigh and peopled 
aulficiently to crente towns. It was not 
tho tovvn that built the country, hut tho 
country that built tho town. Jt waa not 
London that made Eiiglaiul, but England 
that made London. It waa not Victoria 
that made Uritiah Columbia, but Hritit(h 
Columbia that made Viotoria, and the 
gradual ,»ettli«R up of the country 
would create towns at certain ooncral 
points of supply for BiirroMnding districts.

Hon. Mr. Boaven said the amendment 
was simply a mild redeotiod on the gov- 
ernment for not doing -Botnathing in the 
matter, aa such a provision oould only 
come from them. If hon. gentlemon 
could not diacuas the actions of ininisters 
at all times thoy might perpetually remain 
in office. 

Mr. Dunemuir roao to a point of order, 
and after referring to his satisfaction in 
seeing the leader of the opposition again 
in his accustomed place, said that when 
the lettloment bill paased he was inter- 
ested in it and did nut expreas an opinion.

The chief trouble attending the cou- 
viotion of the desperadoes whoKe acta 
of violence in some sectiouM of Ken- 
tucky have for years prodiioed a reign 
of terr6rj^nd^a!iqau8e Khich is not un- 
derstood by'thoseT' wHp only read ao- 
counts of the Crimea committed, has 
been the failure on the part of the Pro- 
secuting Attorneys and Criminal 
Judpres to do thair duty. The failure is 
to be attributed to what may best be 
called "local influenoea." If a Judge 
bulongs to one faction, or owes his elec- 
tion to a particular party, his oppo 
nents at once declare thmr inability to 
receive fair treatment at his' hands, 
and wia tight ratbar than bo tried. Iti 
one of the oountiea where acorea had 
been killed who belonged ^p^' opposing 
factionB, arid where Koiiaes wftfe' bftrri- 
oadeil, the law abandoned, where wo- 
'm'eh'and children were armed, and the 
extermination of the entire population 
a matter of early possibility, the Gov- 
ernor requested Judge Wni. L Jack- 
son of the Louisville Circuit to hold 
Court. Nobody thought the Louisvillti 
Judge would comply, but in ihia they 
■were mistaken, for he proceeded forth- 
with to the scene of bloodshod, quietly 
announced his presence and niudo 
known hie uiission. The facta excited 
the greatest curiosity throughout the 
country, and when the day of trial 
came on the whole population apprarad 
in the Court House with but little ex- 
ception. The first case, one of murder, 
was called, All the witnesses respond- 
ed to their names save one. "We must 
have that witness, Mr. Sheriff," said 
the Court, firmly. 

"If your Honor pleases, I can't get 
him," said the county sheriff. 

"That's no excuse, sir; have him here 
without fail in four hours. Let the 
court stand adjourned until 2 o'clock." 
And as Judge Jaokson finiihed speak- 
ing, he arose from the bench with dig- 
nitied ease, calnaly put on bis hat, and 
walked from the Court room alone, to 
the great astonishment of the natives, 
whose regular judge Jwould have re- 
mained until perfectly satisfied that no 
enemy was near. At 2 o'clock Court 
again convened. The howl of the sher- 
iff, "Oh aay, Oh say, Court /is now 
open," had sdarce died -out before Judge 
Jackson asked sternly: VMt SberiflT, 
have you brought that witness in 
Oourti" 

The aheriff, answering in the nega- 
tive, gave as bis reason for failure to 
obey the Oourt that he found the hoiise 
of the witness barricaded and- full of 
{irmed mountaineers, who swore they 
would kill any man who attempted to 
enter. 

"Mr. Sherifl," said the Court very 
sharply, "such an excuse is not to be 
thought of and will not bo entertained. 
I want that witness here at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning, if you have to 
bring hira on a litter. Mark you, sir, a 
failure to comply on your part wiL! 
com[)Gl this court to line and imjirison 
you to the full extent of tbo law. Do 
your duty, sir." 

To say that the nativos were as- 
tonished 'does not convey the slightest 
idea of their true feelings. All that 
afternoon and next morning there was 
. a universal desire to see the "city 
Judge cloBS," and the fellow who got 
to shake bauds with hir'i bad all the 
free drinks be desirTU. 

"Court opened promptly at 10 
o'clock." 

"Mr. Sheriff, have you that wit- 
aessl" asked the Court. 

"Yes, your Honor," apoko the Sher- 
iff, excitedly, he's^coming." 

A curious sight prciented itself now. 
Half a dozen stalwart men .iijpeared 
carrying another, who was the miiising 
witness. One arm hu^g^ limp at his 
side, a leg refuaec^to do its "duty, blood 
trickled fcom all over his head, and an 
immense b<vndags concealed one eye. 

"Stand up, sir," sp6ke the Court, 
and, with the aid of bis captors, the 
fellow assumed as fair an upright posi- 
tion as his wounds would permit.
